man and fitto ſerve his Prince in grear affairs , had hehad 
diſcretion , or rather Grace, to have made a good uſe of 
thoſe Indowments, Bur on the contrary,travelling abroad,

Fortis he was bfotighe to his Tryal onFrydayane 28 of 
AV, 1678, at the Kings-berch-Bar in VVeltminſter- Hall, 
which.was very tedious, laſing trom 9 a Clock in the fore- 
noanztill.5 at Night 3 or aftgrwards- - There. were many 
horrid things proved againſt him , but 1n particular there 
were [eyeral Letters produced of his own Hand: writing, to 
a rfons beyond the fea,wherein he declar'd his defign to de= 
ſtroy the Proteſtant Religion,and diifolicite & deſire aſtiſt- 
ance of Mony from France, &c. to carry on this wicked de- 
ſign; beſides it was proved againſt him by Two Virnefles, . 
that he paid '5000 pound to a cettaln Door, now 1n . 
priſon, to poyſon the King, and promiſed him zo thouſand 
more, And thar another time he was preſent when four- 
ſcore Guinneys were giyen to four Iriſhmen, to hire chem 
ro;Murther his Majeſty at /7indſor, cd ho” he 
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flung them « Guiiny of his own accord amonglt them for 
their further encouragement,with ſeveral other particulars, 


enough' ts make any good Chriſtians , or good SubjeQs

During all his Tryal he behaved himſelf very conf1dently, 
denying every thing proved againlt him bur his Letters, 
2nd thoſe he: endeavoured to explain in another more 
innocent ſence, as if he meant only to gain Liberty of Con- 


ſcience for his Papiſts,not to ſubvert the Proteſtant Church; 


burthis by the very Words appeared quite contrary , fo 
that he was on full and plain Evidence faund guilty of High 
Treaſon, but it being late, the ſentence was not pronoun- 
ced againſt him til} the nexe day, which was,that he ſhould 


be carried back to Newgate, and thence Drawn on a Sledge - 
to 756ura, the uſual place of Execution, and there to be 


Hang'd by the Neck, and cut down yetalive, his Members 
to be cut off, and with his Bowels to: be burne before, his 
Face , his Body to be Quartered , and the Quarters and 
Head to þe diſpoſed of at his Majcſites pleaſure, . | 
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Accordingly on Tueſday the 38, of December, he was 
bratyhx out of Newgate, end pur upon the Sledge, drawn 
With 4 Horſes all with new Harneſs, Feathersand Ribbons; | 
be was in a Campargn Coar, a Gray Hat, which he kepr | 
oh all the way over his Eyes, and thar' together with | 

kis large Perriveig, 8nd holding down his head, reading 
ih 2 {tell Book, hid him ſothar his Face was ſcarce to be 
Feen, and all the lower part of his Body was covet'd with 
the Straw, fitting in a {erious poſture , never regarding 
the trultitude of people that Rocket ro behold him , nor 
.the vaſt-Guard, bring as is believed above -rwo Thouſand 
Watchtnen and Halberteers that attended him, 


©*Beihg come to the place of Execution , he behaved | 

. "himſeff afcer a faſhion like one fullen or angry , rather | 
chan lice a Dying -man. Having declared himſclf fo 
zealous a Papiſt, and declaring now that he would dye 
in ther faith ; there were no Miniſters to attend him, 

which muſt be arcributed ro his obſtinacy in refuſing 
their affiſtance , for otherwiſe we kuow they never 
fail the mezneſt perſon in fuch Exeremities 3 Being 

come-out of the Sled, he was put into a Cart , and. 
'then the Hangman fixt a Rope about his Neck , and 
the end to the Gallows, to which he thereupon ſeveral 
times caſt a wiſtly look, as likewiſe he did on the fire 
which ſoon aſter was kindled, in readineſs to burn his 
Bowels ; then he gave the Executioner ſome Gold, and 
putting up the Handkerchief from his Eycs, with 4 
very audible voice fpake to the people to this vo 
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His Laſt Speech. - 


That he never deſign'd any Treaſon avainſt the Kings 
life, bur always witht well to his perſon ; bur acknow- 
ledged that he was ſo firm and zealous a Koman-Ca- 
tholick, rhat ro promote that Religion in England , he. 
had uſed his utmoſt endeavours 3. and that whatever 
he had done, was on that account ; Which afſevers* 
tion. ke repeated with appealing to Heaven that it was 
true , and many braving Expreſſions , bur in ſ{pight of 
all his Roman Gallantry , the tears ſometimes were 
ready to guih our at. his Eyes. Aer this he pulled 
down his Cap; and ſcemed to pray privately to himſelf 
for about a quarter of an hour , bur it was obſerved 
chat moſt- pare ef that time , he keld his hands to hts 
mouth,. and bir his Nails, as one in a ſtrong. paſſion 
of Vexation ; Havins conthuded his Devotions, ſuch as 
aforeſaid, one of the Sherrifs was plealed to ask him 
a moſt ſeaſonadle queſtion 3; Whether he did nor know 
ſomething of the Death of Sir Edmuzd-Bury Godfrey t 
defiring him to disburthen his Conſcience therein before 
he went out of the World : To witch Mr. Colemey ' 
holding up his hands to Heaven , anſwered by declaring 
and proteſting, that as he was a dying man, and hoped 
for any mercy from God , he was nor privy to, nor ay 
way concerned 1n that Gentlemans death : Then ke pray d 
apzin for a very ſhort ſpace, 8 ſert]ed kimlelt in a poſture 
to'.: 
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dye , and fo the Carr going away , he gently put hin | 
ſelf off, at which the people gave a mighty, Shourz 
. and having Hang'd almoſt a "quarter ' of an. hour, he |
